FAR Scolarships for 
2006-2007 Announced 


The Foundation for Amateur 


Radio, Inc., a non-profit 
organization with headquarters in 
Washington, D.C., plans to 


administer fifty-five scholarships for 
the academic year 2005-2006 to 
assist licensed Radio Amateurs. 


The Foundation, composed of over 
seventy-five local area Amateur 
Radio Clubs, fully funds three of 
these scholarships.

Phil-Mont offers two 2006 
scholarships 


Your Board of Directors has 
authorized the grant of two Phil- 
Mont ham radio scholarships for 
2006: the fifth annual "Claude H. 
Haring, Jr., W3IIM, Memorial 
Scholarship," and the "2006 Joann 
Hoch, N3FTC, Memorial 
Scholarship," each with a cash grant 
of $2,000. Both scholarships will be 
administered for us by the 
Foundation for Amateur Radio, Inc. 
(FAR), headquartered in 
Washington, D.C. 


Phil-Mont's scholarship program 
began in 2002, with the award of the 
first Haring Memorial scholarship to 
Phil-Monter Michael Taraborrelli, 
N3MT, then a student at Villanova 
University. The 2003 Haring grant 
went to another club member, Eric 
Marano, N3QV, who was then a 
senior at Gwynedd Mercy College. 
In 2004, the scholarship recipient 
was Pamela Wilson, W1PAM, of 
Hamilton Square, NJ, who is now a 
sophomore at Lehigh University. 
And the 2005 Haring award was 
granted to another young friend of 
Phil-Mont, Benjamin (Benji) Jack, 
N3VYA, of Huntingdon Valley, now 
an electrical engineering student at 
Columbia University 


The esteemed FAR Scholarship 
Committee, without cost to Phil- 
Mont, handles the complete 
administration of some 50-60 ham 
radio scholarships each year, 
including the program publicity; 


solicitation of applicants; 
screening and verification of 
applicants’ information and 
references; and the selection 
of competitive recipients 
based on the eligibility 
criteria established by the 
various clubs and individuals 
who sponsor the scholarship 
grants. According to FAR 
Scholarship Chairperson 
Diane Zimmerman, AA3OF, 
there will be 54 scholarships 
offered for the academic year 
2006-07, including Phil- 
Mont's Haring and Hoch 
awards. 


To compete for Phil-Mont's 
scholarships, applicants must 
be licensed radio amateurs 
residing in either the Eastern 
Pennsylvania or Southern New 
Jersey ARRL Sections pursuing a 
full-time course of studies beyond 
the high school level. They must be 
enrolled, or accepted for 
enrollment by September, 2006, in 
an accredited university, college, or 
technical school. Application forms 
can be obtained from FAR 
Scholarships, P.O. Box 831, 
Riverdale, MD 20738, by letter or 
QSL card request postmarked prior 
to April 30, 2006. Completed 
applications must be received at 
FAR by June 1, 2006, and the 
awards will be made in late June. 


The Phil-Mont Scholarship Fund 
continuously solicits contributions 
of cash and/or salable ham radio 
equipment to fund our scholarship 
grants each year. Our agreement 
with FAR requires that we remit
